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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 4/25/2008 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. Applicant's amendments to the claims do appear to clarify where the software resource is 
located, but it does not overcome the prior art as modified and set forth in sections 4 and 5 of the 
9/6/2007 Final Office action, which is incorporated herein by reference as set forth below. 

3. As set forth in section 3 of the 1/5/2008 Non-Final Office action, there are MILLIONS 
(51,274,000 households without internet access) of reasons to have the resources residing on an 
isolated computer and as such are motivation for and render obvious the instant invention. 

4. Again, it is obvious on its face that applicant has merely rearranged parts of the prior art, 
yet all the parts still perform their same intended functions and the end results are the same, i.e. 
only authorized users can access a software resource. 

5. Please note that the Examiner just noticed a typographical error in the claim numbers 
rejected by the references in the previous Office actions. In said previous Office actions, the 
claims rejected in the headings were claims 84-86, 87-92 and 94-104, which have been corrected 
in the instant Office action as claims 84-86, 87-92 and 94-147. Note that in said rejections, 
ALL pending claims were actually rejected, but only said claims 84-86, 87-92 and 94-104 were 
included/listed in said headings. 
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6. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. Claims 84-86, 87-92 and 94-147 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious 
over Wyman (U.S. Patent 5,204,897) in view of Applicants Admitted Prior Art (APA) for 
the reasons set forth in section 10 of the 1/25/2007 Office action and further in view of In re 
Wolfe, 116 USPQ 443,444 (CCPA 1961) as set forth in section 4 of the 9/6/2007 Office 
action as further explained above. 



8. Claims 84-86, 87-92 and 94-147 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious 
over Ross (U.S. Patent 5,553,143) in view of Applicants Admitted Prior Art (APA) for the 
reasons set forth in section 11 of the 1/25/2007 Office action and further in view of In re 
Wolfe, 116 USPQ 443, 444 (CCPA 1961) as set forth in section 4 of the 9/6/2007 Office 
action as further explained above.
